The archives of the Commonwealth of Massachusetts contain an entry dated 
March 13, 1638, indicating that Governor Winthrop granted a charter to the 
Military Company of Massachusetts. The records of the “Company” reveal that 
on the first Monday in June 1638, Robert Keayne was elected the first commander 
and John Oliver and Joshua Hughe selected Sergeants. 


Richard Morris, a charter member of the company, served as Sergeant 1n 

1637 and Thomas Savage, another charter member, 1s noted as serving as the 
Company’s first Orderly Sergeant. Thus began the traditions of Sergeant’s service 
to the Company that has survived to modern times with little change. 


Today candidates for Sergeant of the Ancient and Honorable Artillery Company 
of Massachusetts usually begin planning a year or two in advance and Join forces 
with other Ancients to prepare a campaign for election to the office for the year 
of their choice. Each candidate must declare his intention to seek the position of 
Sergeant of Infantry or Sergeant of Artillery. Nominations are held on the first 
Monday in May. Elections are held at the Second Regular Meeting in May along 
with other commissioned officers, six Sergeants of Infantry and six of Artillery are 
elected. 


The seniority of the Sergeants 1s determined by popular vote with the First Sergeant 
of Infantry being the “Chairman” for the group. At the ceremonial Drumhead 
Election on June Day, on Boston Common, the new Sergeants assume their 
responsibilities as they receive their Espontoons and march off the Common to 
host their first hospitality event prior to the June Day banquet. 


The ensuing twelve months are filled with great activity; meetings, financial matters, 


social functions, parades, the Fall Field Day Tour of Duty, funeral details and the 
Year Book. 


During the course of the year, relationships between the Sergeants establish bonds 
as close as brothers and now sisters, which last the rest of their lives. 


THE FIRST 
“SILVER DOLLAR” SALUTE 


By saluting first, the person 1s 
demonstrating deference to the senior 
rank, not inferiority, to the person being 
saluted. One tradition associated with the 
hand salute has withstood the est of time. 
The tradition 1s that of newly appointed 
officers giving a silver dollar to the first 
enlisted person to salute them after they 
have received their commission. 


The exact origin of this custom 1s 
arguable. Researchers suggest that it came 
from the British regiments stationed in 
Colonial America. ‘They brought with 
them a number of customs and traditions 
that were retained by the newly formed 
American units. For example, newly 
commissioned British officers were 
assigned an enlisted soldier to train them, 
teach them the regiment’s history and 
traditions, and ensure that his equipment 
met appropriate standards. Grateful 
Lieutenants often showed their heartfelt 
gratitude by informally compensating the 
enlisted man with a small sum of money. 


‘This custom continued to grow within 
the British military and newly formed 
American units. American second 
Lieutenants, in 1868 received a monthly 
base pay of $25, a $3 ration allowance, 
and $1 for an enlisted advisor. This 
advisor’s pay was later discontinued, but 
the responsibility for teaching the newly 
commissioned officer continued. The 
present day tradition 1s thought to have its 
roots 1n this relationship. 


Authorized by Congress on April 2, 1792, 
the silver dollar traditionally is the only 
coin given in exchange for the first salute. 
The coin should represent more than a 
dollar of currency. To every new officer, 

it has a special significance. It represents 
the symbolic receipt of respect due a newly 
earned rank and position. 


It signifies a deep sense of gratitude for the 
knowledge-enlisted personnel, especially 
NCO’s have passed on to them during 
training. It’s acknowledgment from one 
professional to another saying. “Welcome 
to our service and to the profession of 
arms.” 


The coin is an expression of respect shared 
together, as areall tasks and missions 

that are given together for the officer 

and enlisted to perform. The values and 
ethics that are passed on to the newly 
commissioned officer are there to be 
shared and remembered and to be passed 
on again when the time comes. 


Whatever the origin of the “silver dollar 
salute”, it is part of all soldier’s, sailor’s, 
airman’s, and marine’s love of duty 

and their respect for each other, and 

it strengthens their commitment and 
responsibility to serve their country. Over 
the years each branch of service has put 
its own spin on the tradition of the “silver 
dollar salute”. The Amy spin is that the 
action signifies the officer having to “buy” 
their first salute. From that point on, the 
officer is expected to earn each salute that 
he receives. 
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As June Day approached, the Beefeater Sergeants, like many before them, 
didn’t really know what the next 366 days would bring, but we were ready, 
willing, and able. The seven of us were almost six of us, but BG John 


Driscoll graciously volunteered to do double duty as both Adjutant and 
Sergeant for the 2023-24 Command year. For his wisdom, competence, 
and work ethic, we are all grateful as we are for Andrew Bannon and Tom 
Cipolla’s leadership as first Sergeants! 


We had great weather for June Day as our 315th Captain Commanding Tim 
Haraden was sworn in, and the Company was inspected by the first elected 
female Governor of Massachusetts Maura Healey. She was accompanied by 
Lt. Governor Kim Driscoll, longtime friend of the AHAC from her days as 
Mayor of Salem and participating in the Salem Muster with us! 


June turned to July, and we were blessed with nice weather again for the 
Fourth of July Parade. The Company marched through the streets of Boston 
and met with over a thousand onlookers to hear Tim‘s reading of the 
Declaration of Independence. We then gathered at the Marriott without any 
usurpations or any hint of despotism within the Company. 


The Brookmeadow Country Club, owned by fellow ancient Bob 
MacDonald, was the site of our annual golf Outing. Snacks, birdies, drinks, 
and cigars were the order of the day. Nobody won a car, but some excellent 
putters hit the target in our putting contest! 


Continuing a long-time tradition, the AHAC lined the steps of the State 
House as our Governor welcome the President of South Korea, Yoon Suk 
Yeol and later in the year, the President of Latvia, Edgar Rinkevics. 


As the weather started to cool in September a group gathered to honor 
West Roxbury native Captain Thomas Gunning Kelley, the 8th AHAC 
Congressional Medal of Honor Recipient. Captain Kelley’s heroic actions 
during the Vietnam War are described elsewhere in this yearbook. 


The Mayor of Boston and other dignitaries praised Kelley and admired the 
new mural in his honor painted on the side of the Boston Ale House. 
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When Kelley spoke, he remembered his West Roxbury roots and many of 
his old friends were there. Prior CC Nick Schiarizzi, Enoch Woodhouse, and 
other Ancients joined Captain Kelley afterwards for a reception. 


The Bon Voyage party at Victory Point was a great event. The anticipation 
for the FFDTD was palpable. Great food, drinks and lots of raffle prizes were 
won as the Ancients anticipated the upcoming trip. Headed to rainy London 
in October -the question on everyone’s mind...How am I going to fit that 

big black raincoat in my luggage? “No raincoats!” announced the Captain. 

“Tf it rains, we get wet. With that gutsy call, it was time to check in on British 
Airways... 


Many of our FFDTD’s are great trips. Not often do we have a brother 
organization like the Honourable Artillery Company of London helping with 
the arrangements and hosting us at some events. 


I’m sure that everyone had their own favorite event or moment of the trip. 
The opening night Welcome reception kicked things off with a bang! The 
Churchill War room, the Imperial War Museum, going to church at St 
George’s Chapel inside Windsor Castle, marching through Windsor to 

lay a wreath at Captain Keayne’s birthplace, the Wellington Barracks and 
Guards Museum, The Prime Meridian and Naval Museum at Greenwich, 
the reception aboard the HMS Belfast, the HAC Light Calvary inspection, 
Blenheim Palace, and Churchill’s grave. Not to mention the memorable 
night at the HAC Armoury House. Lots of comradery and stories exchanged! 


The only regrettable faux pax on the trip was the Beefeater Sergeants figuring 
out how to watch the Patriots /Cowboys game from the Sergeants Suite. At 
least the broadcast was in German, so we didn’t have to listen to the blowout 
we were watching. 


But perhaps the one event that will be remembered most was our dinner 
inside the Palace of Westminster. The Strangers and Members Dining 
Room, transformed into a dining room in 1867, updated magnificently in 
2015, is a symphony of architectural opulence. 
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The intricate wood carvings, meticulously preserved and restored, pay 
homage to the craftsmanship of a bygone era. The HAC and the AHAC 
members, sprinkled together in our seating arrangements, enjoyed a 


wonderful meal with great toasts and speeches from the head table. Beautiful 
silver mugs, with the comingled HAC and AHAC Coats of Arms, were 
distributed as a remembrance of a night that won’t soon be forgotten. 


Many Thanks to Tim, Shervin, The HAC and everyone else who planned 
this awesome trip. And by the way....1t didn’t rain!

JAMES MONROE 


The 5th President 
4 MAR 1817 to 4 MAR 1825 


Honorary Member 


He was a Virginian and succeeded Madison. He was the fourth President from Virginia. 
He had been Secretary of State and of War under Madison. His administration 1s known 
as the “era of good feelings.” There was no political strife. Upon re-election Monroe 
received all but one of the electoral votes cast. The dissenting vote was cast by an elector 
from New Hampshire who declared that only Washington should have the honor of a 
unanimous election. 


James Monroe was born in Westmoreland County, Virginia, on 28 April 1758. In 1776 
he enlisted in the Continental Army where he served with distinction. After the War he 
studied law and served in the Virginia Legislature; and, in 1790 he was elected to the 
United States Senate. He represented the United States in France, Spain and England. He 
negotiated the Louisiana Purchase. He was twice Governor of Virginia. Monroe married 
Elizabeth Kortwright of New York in 1786 and had two daughters. 


During the Monroe administration Florida was purchased from Spain. Agitation over the 
admission of Missouri as a slave state resulted in the Missour1 Compromise of 1820. His 
name has become inseparable associated with the famous political doctrine which denies to 
European nations the right to interfere with the existing governments in North and South 
America, or to colonize any part of the Americas. Known as the Monroe Doctrine, it was 
first expressed in his annual message of 1823 and has tremendously influenced our attitude 
toward South American countries and our whole foreign policy right up to the present 
time. 


When President Monroe visited Boston in 1817, he was received with great enthusiasm 
and was provided with a military escort. It was on this visit that President Monroe was 
enrolled a member of the AHAC on 30 June 1817 and was then elected an Honorary 
Member, the highest distinction which the Company can bestow. James Monroe retired to 
Virginia when he left the White House. Later he went to visit with a daughter in New York, 
where he died on 4 July 1831. He was the third President to die on the nation’s birthday. 
Burial in 1831 was in New York but in 1858 his remains were removed with great pomp to 
Richmond, Virginia, and re-interred 5 July in the Hollywood Cemetery. 
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CHESTER A ARTHUR 


The 21st President 
20 SEP 1881 to 4 MAR 1885 


Honorary Member 


An assassin’s bullet ended the term of President Garfield and Vice President Chester Alan 
Arthur moved into the office of President on 20 September 1881. When he retired in 
1885 he had won respect for his administration. 


Chester Alan Arthur was born in Fairfield, Vermont, on 5 October 1830, the son of a 
Baptist minister. He graduated from Union College, taught school, and studied law. In 
1854 he was admitted to the bar and began to practice in New York City. He married 
Ellen Lewis Herndon in 1859.. He became prominent because of his success 1n two suits 
involving African Americans. One was the “Lemmon Case” in which he secured a decision 
that a slave brought into New York in transit between two slaves states was free while 

in New York; the other decision was that African Americans were entitled to the same 
privileges as white people on the street railways of New York City. During the Civil War 
Arthur served as quartermaster general of the state troops. He was appointed Collector of 
Customs for the Port of New York in 1871. 


He proved to be a capable Chief Executive and reversed his previous policy toward the 
Civil Service by signing the Pendleton Law for its reform in 1883. During his term of 
office the Tariff Act of 1883 was passed; the Southern Pacific, the Northern Pacific, and 
the Atchison, Topeka and Santa Fe railroads were completed; a treaty with Nicaragua was 
negotiated to permit us to construct a canal, railway and telegraph line across that country; 
a reciprocal trade treaty with Mexico was signed; and the Washington Monument was 
completed and on Saturday, 21 February 1885 it was dedicated. On the occasion of this 
dedication, in General Philip H. Sheridan’s Order, the Ancient and Honorable Artillery 
Company was assigned as Honorary Escort to the President of the United States. The 
President tendered the entire Company a reception at the White House. 


In 1882, the Fall Field Day Tour of Duty was celebrated in Marshfield on account of 

the centennial celebration of the birthday of Daniel Webster. The Company had been 
invited to do escort duty to the President of the United States. It was on the occasion 

of this pleasant duty that President Arthur was enrolled a member of the AHAC on 12 
October 1882, and was then elected an Honorary Member, the highest distinction which 
the Company can bestow. When his term expired, President Arthur retired to New York, 
where he lived less than two years, dying on 18 November 1886. Burial was in Rural 
Cemetery, Albany, New York. 
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CALVIN COOLIDGE 


The 30th President 
3 AUG 1923 to 4 MAR 1929 


Honorary Member 


Vice President Calvin Coolidge moved into the office of President Just before dawn 
on 3 August 1923, three hours after the news of President Harding’s death reached 
him at Plymouth, Vermont, where he was visiting his father. The oath of office was 
administered there by his father, a Justice of the peace and country storekeeper. 


A farmhouse in Plymouth, Vermont, was the birthplace of Calvin Coolidge on 4 July 
1872 and his boy-hood and youth were spent there. He graduated from Amherst 
College, studied law and began to practice in Northampton, Massachusetts. In 1905 he 
married Grace Anna Goodhue of Burlington, Vermont. 


In Northampton he entered local politics and later served in the Massachusetts House 
of Representatives and Senate. He became President of the Senate; was elected 
Lieutenant Governor and was Governor 1n 1919 and again in 1920. In every official 
post he held, economy and efficiency were the ideals to which he adhered. Governor 
Coolidge attained national prominence with his handling of the Boston Police Strike in 
1919, and in 1920 at the Republican national convention he was nominated for the vice 
presidency of the United States. When Calvin Coolidge took over the post vacated by 
President Harding’s death, he continued to function in the calm, Judicial way in which 
he had filled all previous offices. Economy was his watchword and he carried out his 
principle, worked for tax reduction and the retirement of national indebtedness. 


President Coolidge was nominated by the Republicans for a second term in 1924. His 
administration was an era of prosperity in the United States and he was considered for 
a third term. However, on 2 August 1927 President Coolidge announced, “I do not 
choose to run for President in 1928.” His decision was firm. 


As Governor of Massachusetts, Calvin Coolidge had been the Commander-in-Chief 
of the AHAC. During his administration he won the high regard and admiration of 

all thoughtful men and women. He stood firmly for the principles our Company had 
advocated during its existence. For these reasons, President Coolidge was enrolled as a 
member of AHAC on 5 May 1924 and was then elected an Honorary Member. 


In 1929 President Coolidge retired to his home in Northampton, Massachusetts, where 
he died on 3 January 1933. Burial was in Hillside Cemetery, Plymouth, Vermont. 
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JOHN F KENNEDY 


The 35th President 
20 JAN 1961 to 22 NOV 1963 


Regular Member 


John F. Kennedy, at 43, was the youngest man ever elected President and was the first 
Roman Catholic to hold the office. He was born in Brookline, Massachusetts, on 29 
May 1917, the second son in the large family of Joseph P. Kennedy and Rose Fitzgerald 
Kennedy, the daughter of a former Boston Mayor. He was graduated from Harvard in 
1940. His senior thesis was published in the same year under the title, Why England 
Slept. 


In World War 11, Lieutenant Kennedy commanded a PT boat in the Pacific and for 
gallantry in action he received the Navy and Marine Corps Medal. He was elected to 
Congress in 1946 and to the United States Senate in 1952. He was re-elected to the 
Senate in 1958. He was married in 1953 to Jacqueline Lee Bouvier of New York. In 
1955 he wrote his Pulitzer Prize-winning best seller, Profiles in Courage. 


He began his Administration by calling for a “New Frontier” and asked for immediate 
action on many social and economic problems. The New Frontier brought youth and 
excitement, tone and style to the White House and Kennedy’s warm, vigorous public 
Image was as well known abroad as here at home. 


President Kennedy established the Peace Corps and in Southeast Asia he negotiated a 
truce in Laos and increased American aid to fight the Vietnamese Communists. 


During his term, the East Germans aggravated the Berlin situation by constructing a wall 
across the city in August 1961 to halt the flow of refugees to the West. In 1962 aerial 
reconnaissance showed missiles and war-planes in Cuba capable of attacking much of 
the U.S. and South America. Kennedy ordered a naval blockade of the island to prevent 
further arms shipments. 


On 22 November 1963 President Kennedy was shot twice as his motorcade paraded 
through the streets of Dallas, Texas. The President died within an hour. The accused 
assassin, Lee Harvey Oswald, was captured the same day, but was himself shot and 
killed before he could be brought to trial. 


John F. Kennedy was enrolled a member of the AHAC on 16 April 1956 and was 
elected an Honorary Member on 3 April 1961. On the occasion of his Inaugural as 
President on 20 January 1961, seventy-five officers and members proudly participated in 
the Inaugural Parade in Washington, D.C. 
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THE MEDAL OF HONOR 


PRIVATE GEORGE HENRY MAYNARD 
Battle of Fredericksburg, Virginia | 13 DEC 1862 


“A wounded and helpless comrade, having been left on the skirmish 
line, this soldier voluntarily returned to the front line under a severe 
fire and carried the wounded man to a place of safety.” 


George Henry Maynard, born in Waltham, Massachusetts, 2 February 
1836, enlisted as a private in the 13th Massachusetts Infantry and was 
assigned to Company D. He distinguished himself at the Battle of 
Antietam, when on 17 September 1862, while under fire, he carried 
two wounded comrades from the firing line to a rear area and then 
returned to the firing line. 


In January 1864, he was commissioned as a Captain 1n the 82nd 
Regiment of U.S. Colored Infantry. 


He was promoted to Brevet Major on 13 March 1865, for 
distinguished and meritorious service, and was mustered out on 10 
September of the following year. 


Maynard served the AHAC as Ist Sergeant of Infantry in 1879 and 


then as 4th Sergeant in 1887. He died in Waltham, Massachusetts, 26 
December 1927, at the age of 91 years. 
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CORPORAL LOWELL MASON MAXHAM 
Battle of Marye’s Heights, Virginia | 3 MAY 1863 


“This soldier, though severely wounded and in the face of a deadly 
fire from the enemy at close range, hearing a call to retreat, rallied the 
colors, rushed bravely forward, and was the first to enter the enemy’s 
works on the crest of Marye’s Heights, Virginia, and helped plant his 
regimental colors there.” 


Lowell Mason Maxham, born in South Carver, Massachusetts, 6 
December 1841, was assigned as a Private in Company F of the 7th 
Massachusetts Infantry. As a Corporal he fought through the Peninsular 
Campaign of 1862- at Antietam and Fredericksburg- and then the 
Chancelorsville Campaign the next year, including the Battle of Marye’s 
Heights. Immediately after this victory, lines were reformed. Maxham 
was called before his regiment and promoted to Color Sergeant. Not 
realizing how badly Maxham was wounded, the commander placed 

the colors in his charge. Maxham took the flag into the second battle 

of the day at Salem Heights where he was again wounded and carried 
from the battlefield disabled for life. He was discharged from the service 
by reason of wounds on 18 August 1863. Corporal Maxham served 

the AHAC as 3rd Sergeant of Infantry in 1891. He died in Boston 
Massachusetts, 13 February 1931, at the age of 89 years. 
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COLONEL FRANCIS SNOW HESSELTINE 
Matagorda Bay, Texas | 29-30 DEC 1863 


“In command of a detachment of 100 men, he conducted a 
reconnaissance for two days, baffling and beating back an attacking 
force of more than 1,000 Confederates, and regained his transport 
without loss.” 


Francis Snow Hesseltine, born in Bangor, Maine, 10 December 
1833, was a member of the 13th Maine Infantry. He was a lawyer by 
profession. In Volume I of Civil War 


Papers published by the Loyal Legion in 1898, an article appears 
written by Colonel Hesseltine entitled, “Amusing The Enemy.” He 
vividly described the action at Matagorda Bay but modestly omitted 
the fact that he received the nation’s highest military decoration. 


Colonel Hesseltine served as a member of the AHAC for many years 


before his death in Newtonville, Massachusetts, 17 February 1916, at 
the age of 83 years. 
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FIRST LIEUTENANT GARDNER G HAWKING 
The Battle of Petersburg, Virginia | 2 APR 1865 


“When the lines were wavering from the well directed fire of the 
enemy, this officer, acting Adjutant of the regiment, sprang forward, 
and with encouraging works cheered the soldiers on, and although 
desperately wounded, refused to leave the field until the enemy’s 
works were taken.” 


Gardner Chandler Hawkins, born in Pomfret, Vermont, in 1846, 
joined Company E 3rd Vermont Infantry and rose to the rank of 
First Lieutenant. His battle citations were numerous. He received the 
Medal of Honor for service during the last desperate days of the War. 
The wound he received resulted 1n the loss of an eye. 


In 1894, he earned the rank of Colonel by serving on the Military 
Staff of His Excellency Frederic T. Greenhalge, Governor of the 
Commonwealth of Massachusetts and Commander-in-Chief of the 
Ancient and Honorable Artillery of Massachusetts. 


Colonel Hawkins served as a member of the AHAC for many years 


before his death in Winthrop, Massachusetts, 138 December 1913, at 
the age of 67 years. 
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CAPTAIN GEORGE LEVIGK STREET, Ill 
Harbor of Qualpart Island, off Korea | 14 APR 1945 


“For conspicuous gallantry and intrepidity at the risk of his life above and beyond 
the call of duty as Commanding Officer of the U.S.S. TIRANTE during the First 
War Patrol of that vessel against enemy Japanese surface forces in the Harbor of 
Qualpart Island, off the Coast of Korea, on April 14, 1945. With the crew at surface 
battle stations, Commander (then Lieutenant Commander) Street approached 

the hostile anchorage from the south within 1200 yards of the coast to complete 

a reconnoitering circuit of the island. Leaving the ten-fathom curve far behind, he 
penetrated the mined and shoal obstructed waters of the restricted harbor despite 
numerous patrolling vessels and in defiance of five shore-based radar stations and 
menacing aircraft. Prepared to fight it out on the surface if attacked, Commander 
Street went into action, sending two torpedoes with deadly accuracy into a large 
Japanese ammunition ship and exploding the target In a mountainous and blinding 
glare of white flame. With the TIRANTE instantly spotted by the enemy as she 
stood out plainly in the flare of light, he ordered the Torpedo Data Computer set up 
while retiring and fired his last two torpedoes to disintegrate in quick succession the 
leading frigate and a similar flanking vessel. Clearing the gutted harbor at emergency 
full speed ahead, he slipped undetected along the shoreline, diving deep as a 
pursuing patrol dropped a pattern of depth charges at the point of submergence. 


George Levick Street, HI born in Richmond, Virginia 27 July 1913 graduated from 
the Naval Academy in 1937 and was commissioned an Ensign in June of that year. 
Besides the Medal Of Honor, he is the holder of the Navy Cross, ‘Two Silver Stars, 
Presidential Unit Citation, and the Submarine Combat Insignia, all awarded for a 
series of submarine patrols against the Japanese commencing in early 1942. 


Captain Street was enrolled as a member of the AHAC, 27 September 1982. He 
thus became the fifth member to have received the nation’s highest military honor. 
Captain Street served 20 years as a member of AHAC until his death in Andover, 
Massachusetts, 26 February 2000 at the age of 87 years. 
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CAPTAIN THOMAS JEROME HUONER, JR. 
Chosen Reservoir Area of Korea | 4 DEC 1950 


“For conspicuous gallantry and intrepidity at the risk of his life above and beyond 
the call of duty as a pilot in Fighter Squadron 32, while attempting to rescue a 
squadron mate whose plane struck by antiaircraft fire and trailing smoke, was forced 
down behind enemy lines. Quickly maneuvering to circle the downed pilot and 
protect him from enemy troops infesting the area, Lt. jg.) Hudner risked his life 

to save the injured flier who was trapped alive in the burning wreckage. Fully aware 
of the extreme danger in landing on the rough mountainous terrain, and the scant 
hope of escape or survival in subzero temperature, he put his plane down skillfully 
in a deliberate wheels-up landing in the presence of enemy troops. With his bare 
hands, he packed the fuselage with snow to keep the flames away from the pilot 

and struggled to pull him to his crashed aircraft and radioed other airborne planes, 
requesting that a helicopter be dispatched with an axe and fire extinguisher. He then 
remained on the spot despite the continuing danger from enemy action and, with 
the assistance of the rescue pilot, renewed a desperate but unavailing battle against 
time, cold, and flames. Lt. (jg.) Hudner’s exceptionally valiant action and selfless 
devotion to a shipmate sustain and enhance the highest traditions of the U.S. Naval 
Service.” 


Captain Hudner was enrolled as a member of the AHAC, on 17 April 1990. He 
thus became the sixth member to have received the nation’s highest military honor. 
He passed away at his home in Concord on November 13, 2017. The AHAC 
served in large numbers at his memorial in Concord and Funeral at Arlington 
National Cemetery. 
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SERGEANT GHARLES A. MAGGILLIVARY 
Near Woelfling, France | 1 JAN 1945 


“Sergeant MacGillivary led a squad near Woelfling, France on I January 1945 when his 
unit moved forward in darkness to meet the threat of a breakthrough by elements of the 
17th German Panzer Grenadier Division. Assigned to protect the left flank, he discovered 
hostile troops digging in. As he reported this information, several German machine 

guns opened fire, stopping the American advance. Knowing the position of the enemy, 
Sergeant MacGillivary volunteered to knock out one of the guns while another company 
closed in from the right to assault the remaining strong points. He circled to the left 
through woods and snow, carefully worked his way to the emplacement and shot the two 
camouflaged gunners at a range of three feet, as other enemy forces withdrew. Early in 
the afternoon of the same day, Sergeant MacGillivary was dispatched on reconnaissance 
and found that Company I was being opposed by about six machine guns reinforcing a 
company of fanatically fighting Germans. His unit began an attack but was pinned down 
by furious automatic and small arms fire. With a clear idea of where the enemy guns were 
placed, he voluntarily embarked on a lone combat patrol. Skillfully taking advantage of 
all available cover, he stalked the enemy, reached a hostile machine gun and blasted its 
crew with a grenade. He picked up a sub-machine gun from the battlefield and pressed 
an to within ten yards of another machine gun, where the enemy crew discovered him 
and feverishly tried to swing their weapon into line to cut him down. He charged ahead, 
Jumped into the midst of the Germans and killed them with several bursts. 


Without hesitation, he moved on to still another machine gun, creeping, crawling and 
rushing from tree to tree, until close enough to toss a grenade into the emplacement 

and close with its defenders. His dispatched this crew also, but was himself seriously 
wounded. Through his indomitable fighting spirit, great initiative and utter disregard for 
personal safety in the face of powerful enemy resistance, Sergeant MacGillivary destroyed 
four hostile machine guns, and immeasurably helped his company to continue on its 
mission with minimum casualties.” 


Sergeant Charles A. MacGillivary was enrolled as a member of the AHAC on 6 April 
1992. He thus became the seventh member to have received the nation’s highest military 
honor. 
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CAPTAIN THOMAS GUNNING KELLEY 


Ong Muong Canal in Kien Hoa Province, South Vietnam | 15 JUN 1969 


“For conspicuous gallantry and intrepidity at the risk of his life above and beyond the call 
of duty in the afternoon while serving as commander of River Assault Division 152 during 
combat operations against enemy aggressor forces. Lieutenant Commander (then Lt.) 
Kelley was in charge of a column of 8 river assault craft which were extracting I company 
of U. S. Army infantry troops on the east bank of the Ong Muong Canal in Kien Hoa 
Province, when I of the armored troop carriers reported a mechanical failure of a loading 
ramp. At approximately the same time, Viet Cong forces opened fire from the opposite 
bank of the canal. After issuing orders for the crippled troop carrier to raise its ramp 
manually and for the remaining boats to form a protective cordon around the disabled 
craft, Lieutenant Commander Kelley realizing the extreme danger to his column and tts 
inability to clear the ambush site until the crippled unit was repaired, boldly maneuvered 
the monitor in which he was embarked to the exposed side of the protective cordon in 
direct line with the enemy’s fire, and ordered the monitor to commence firing. Suddenly 
an enemy rocket scored a direct hit on the coxswains flat, the shell penetrating the thick 
armor plate, and the explosion spraying shrapnel in all directions. Sustaining serious 
head wounds from the blast, which hurled him to the deck of the monitor, Lieutenant 
Commander Kelley disregarded his severe injuries and attempted to continue directing 
the other boats. Although unable to move from the deck or to speak clearly into the 
radio, he succeeded in relaying his commands through one of his men until the enemy 
attack was silenced and the boats were able to move to an area of safety Lieutenant 
Commander Kelley’s brilliant leadership, bold initiative, and resolute determination 
served to inspire his men and provide the impetus needed to carry out the mission after 
he was medically evacuated by helicopter. His extraordinary courage under fire, and 

his selfless devotion to duty sustain and enhance the finest traditions of the U S. Naval 
Service.” 


Captain Thomas G. Kelley was enrolled as a member of the AHAC on 28 June 1999. 
He thus became the eighth member to have received the nations highest military honor. 
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SGT RYAN M. PITTS 
Kunar Province, Afghanistan | 13 JUL 2008 


Sergeant Ryan M. Pitts distinguished himself by extraordinary acts of heroism at the risk of his 

life above and beyond the call of duty while serving as a Forward Observer in 2d Platoon, Chosen 
Company, 2d Battalion (Airborne), 503d Infantry Regiment, 173d Airborne Brigade during 
combat operations against an armed enemy at Vehicle Patrol Base Kahler in the vicinity of Wanat 
Village, Kunar Province, Afghanistan on July 138, 2008. Early that morning, while Sergeant Pitts 
was providing perimeter security at Observation Post Topside, a well-organized Ant-Afghan Force 
consisting of over 200 members initiated a close proximity sustained and complex assault using 
accurate and intense rocket-propelled grenade, machine gun and small arms fire on Wanat Vehicle 
Patrol Base. An immediate wave of rocket- propelled grenade rounds engulfed the Observation 
Post wounding Sergeant Pitts and inflicting heavy casualties. Sergeant Pitts had been knocked to 
the ground and was bleeding heavily from shrapnel wounds to his arm and legs, but with incredible 
toughness and resolve, he subsequently took control of the Observation Post and returned fire on 
the enemy. As the enemy drew nearer, Sergeant Pitts threw grenades, holding them after the pin 
was pulled and the safety lever was released to allow a nearly immediate detonation on the hostile 
forces. Unable to stand on his own and near death because of the severity of his wounds and blood 
loss, Sergeant Pitts continued to lay suppressive fire until a two-man reinforcement team arrived. 
Sergeant Pitts quickly assisted them by giving up his main weapon and gathering ammunition all 
while continually lobbing fragmentary grenades until these were expended. At this point, Sergeant 
Pitts crawled to the northern position radio and described the situation to the Command Post as 
the enemy continued to try and isolate the Observation Post from the main Patrol Base. With the 
enemy close enough for him to hear their voices and with total disregard for his own life, Sergeant 
Pitts whispered in the radio situation reports and conveyed information that the Command Post 
used to provide indirect fire support. 


Sergeant Pitts’ courage, steadfast commitment to the defense of his unit and ability to fight while 
seriously wounded prevented the enemy from overrunning the Observation Post and capturing 
fallen American soldiers, and ultimately prevented the enemy from gaining fortified positions 

on higher ground from which to attack Wanat Vehicle Patrol Base. Sergeant Ryan M. Pitts’ 
extraordinary heroism and selflessness above and beyond the call of duty are in keeping with the 
highest traditions of military service and reflect great credit upon himself, Company C, 2d Battalion 
(Airborne), 503d Infantry Regiment, 173d Airborne Brigade and the United States Army. 


Sergeant Ryan M. Pitts was enrolled as a member of the AHAC, becoming the ninth member to 
have received the nation’s highest military honor. 
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COL HARVEY G. BARNUM, JR. 
Ky Phu in Quang Tin Province, Republic of Vietnam | 18 DEC 1965

For conspicuous gallantry and intrepidity at the risk of his life above and beyond the 
call of duty. When the company was suddenly pinned down by a hail of extremely 
accurate enemy fire and was quickly separated from the remainder of the battalion 
by over 500 meters of open and fire- swept ground, and casualties mounted rapidly. 
Lt. Barnum quickly made a hazardous reconnaissance of the area, seeking targets 
for his artillery. Finding the rifle company commander mortally wounded and the 
radio operator killed, he, with complete disregard for his safety, gave aid to the dying 
commander, then removed the radio from the dead operator and strapped it to 
himself. He immediately assumed command of the rifle company, and moving at 
once into the midst of the heavy fire, rallying and giving encouragement to all units, 
reorganized them to replace the loss of key personnel and led their attack on enemy 
positions from which deadly fire continued to come. 


His sound and swift decisions and his obvious calm served to stabilize the badly 
decimated units and his gallant example as he stood exposed repeatedly to point out 
targets served as an inspiration to all. Provided with 2 armed helicopters, he moved 
fearlessly through enemy fire to control the air attack against the firmly entrenched 
enemy while skillfully directing | platoon in a successful counterattack on the key 
enemy positions. Having thus cleared a small area, he requested and directed the 
landing of 2 transport helicopters for the evacuation of the dead and wounded. He 
then assisted in the mopping up and final seizure of the battalion’s objective. His 
gallant initiative and heroic conduct reflected great credit upon himself and were in 
keeping with the highest traditions of the Marine Corps and the U.S. Naval Service. 


COL Harvey C. Barnum, Jr. was enrolled as a member of the AHAC, becoming the 
tenth member to have received the nation’s highest military honor. 
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PFC JAGKLYN HAROLD LUCAS 
Iwo Jima, Volcano Islands | 20 FEB 1945 


For conspicuous gallantry and intrepidity at the risk of his life above and 
beyond the call of duty while serving with the 1st Battalion, 26th Marines, 
5th Marine Division, during action against enemy Japanese forces on 

Iwo Jima, Volcano Islands, 20 February 1945. While creeping through 

a treacherous, twisting ravine which ran in close proximity to a fluid and 
uncertain front line on D-plus-! day, Pfc. Lucas and 3 other men were 
suddenly ambushed by a hostile patrol which savagely attacked with rifle fire 
and grenades. 


Quick to act when the lives of the small group were endangered by 2 
grenades which landed directly in front of them, Pfc. Lucas unhesitatingly 
hurled himself over his comrades upon | grenade and pulled the other 
under him, absorbing the whole blasting forces of the explosions in his own 
body in order to shield his companions from the concussion and murderous 
flying fragments. By his inspiring action and valiant spirit of self-sacrifice, he 
not only protected his comrades from certain injury or possible death but 
also enabled them to rout the Japanese patrol and continue the advance. His 
exceptionally courageous initiative and loyalty reflect the highest credit upon 
Pfc. Lucas and the U.S. Naval Service. 


PFC Jacklyn Harold Lucas 1s an Honorary member of the AHAC thus 


becoming the eleventh member to have received the nation’s highest military 
honor.

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HISTORY OF THE COMPANY 


THE OLDEST MILITARY COMPANY CHARTERED IN THE WESTERN HEMISPHERE 


As the settlements, which followed the landing at Plymouth increased and spread, 
there was no organized military force for protection against the Indians. So-called 
“Train Bands” were formed in different settlements but these were only local 
volunteer companies and there was no joint action or centralized authority. Thus the 
subject of adequate military protection soon became a matter of serious consideration. 
Many of the settlers had been members in England, of the Honourable Artillery 
Company at London (organized and chartered in 1527) and it was natural that the 
military training they had received in that Company should lead them to form a similar 
organization in the new country. In 1637 a Company was formed for instruction in 
discipline and tactics, and that year Governor Winthrop was petitioned for a Charter. 
He refused the request because he feared the establishment of a military force, which 
might overthrow the civil power. However, the Governor finally granted a Charter in 
March, 1638, and on the first Monday in June following, an election of Officers was 
held on Boston Common. The Common then being an open field leading down to 
the Charles River. The most convenient place to cast the ballots was on the head of 
the drum, which was placed in front of the Company. Since that time, the Company 
has maintained the tradition of holding their annual elections on the Boston Common 
on the first Monday in June by casting the votes on the Drum Head. 


The first Captain Commanding of the Company was Robert Keayne, whose home 
was on the corner of State and Washington Street. Keayne had been a member of the 
Honourable Artillery Company of London. Upon his death he left, in his will to the 
‘Town of Boston, the land at the head of State Street for a’ Town House; together with 
money to build it, providing however, that “the Military Company of Massachusetts” 
should have a room in the Town House for an Armory. This is the land on which the 
old State House now stands, the gift of which was accepted by the Town of Boston. 


Since 1746, the Company Armory has been the upper floor of Faneuil Hall - an 
historic citadel known to all Americans. In its Armory, the Company maintains a 
Military Museum and Library, which is without equal in the United States. There 

are relics of every war in which this Country has engaged in, since its settlement. 
Many of these are Museum pieces and have been on display at various time in the 
Boston Museum of Fine Arts. On the risers of the thirteen steps which lead up to the 
Headquarters room of the Company, commemorated in bronze plates, are the names 
of the thirteen States in the order in which they accepted the Constitution and their 
respective state flag 1s placed on the respective step. Around the walls of the Armory 
are the portraits of most of the Captains who have commanded the Company since 
1638 to the present day. 


The Armory is open to the public daily, and many thousands of visitors from every 


part of the country and many from abroad, are registered every year in the Guest 
Book. 
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The position of the members of the Company in the social, civil and military life of 
the Colony indicates the respect which people entertained for the Company as well as 
the ability and prominence of its members. They were first in organizing churches and 


supporting them, they were prominent in framing and also in administering the laws of 
the Colony; they were foremost in the introduction of manufacturing and the extension 
of trade in Boston. They were the chief military minds of the Colony and among the 
first in its defense. Many of them were public benefactors contributing somewhat of their 
wealth to education, religion and charity. The members of the Company trod the fields 
of every battlefield of New England; they fought for freedom on foreign soil; they judged 
the courts; they pleaded at the bar; they instituted town government and leveled forests; 
they were active in settling the towns of the frontier. 


Nine tenths of the Company were loyal to the Colonies in the Revolution, and by their 
experience in the Ancient and Honourable Artillery Company they served on every 
battlefield where the banner of Massachusetts waved, from Bunker Hill and Bennington, 
through Valley Forge to Yorktown. This is the Company that Washington knew, that 
Franklin saw march through the streets of Boston, that John Adams and John Quincy 
Adams visited; that has had eight members who received our nation’s highest military 
decoration - the Medal of Honor - and has had four of its members serve in the world’s 
most important office, President of the United States, President James Monroe, Chester 
Alan Arthur, Calvin Coolidge and John F. Kennedy; the same Company which has 
always stood for, and always will stand for, the best in citizenship. 
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CAPTAIN COMMANDING ROBERT KEAYNE 


Robert Keayne was born in Windsor, England, 1595. 
His father John Keayne, was a butcher, but Robert’s 
interest moved him toward a career in merchant 
tailoring. He moved to London and served his 
apprenticeship until admitted to membership of the 


Merchant Tailor Corporation of 1615. 


He joined the Honourable Artillery Company 

of London in 1623. He emigrated to Boston, via 

the ship “Defence”, in 1635, at which time he was 
40 years of age. He established his home and his 
workrooms at the southeast corner of today’s State 
and Washington St. and began to prosper far beyond 


the average of his fellow colonist. In consequence, he 


engendered the spiteful resentment of the ruling clergy 
in town, a thoroughly common experience at time. Such was the tyranny of the churches in Boston and 

in the environs that hundreds of spirited settlers fled to establish homesteads and farms in remote parts of 
New England. There might well be hostile Indians and dangerous animals as well, but these considerations 
were enormously outweighed by the fact that the harsh and dictatorial Seven Ministers were not out there 
in the wilderness. As Robert Keayne’s worldly estate grew, so did the Ministerial envy, finally culminating 
in an investigation by the General Court. First, it was felt that, inasmuch as “he was a professor of religion” 
he should not strive to make money. Secondly, inasmuch as “he was a man eminent ability” he should not 
strive to make money. Thirdly, inasmuch as “he was already wealthy and had but one childe” he should 
not strive to make money. Fourthly, inasmuch as “he came over for conscience’ sake” he should not strive 
to make money. Fifthly, inasmuch as “he had already been warned by church-elders against money making 
and promised with tears no to do so” he should earnestly lock his till against the shillings. Wherefore, since 
he still grew richer, he should be fined 200 Pounds, an enormous penalty for the times. He actually paid 
fines of 80 Pounds. The church summoned the culprit and after lengthy debate finally decided to merely 


admonish Captain Keayne. 


Keayne was a most popular man in Boston and had been lavishly generous with his wealth, giving money 
to young Harvard College, to Boston Public School, toward a public market and a “granere”, toward a 
Towne House, toward waterworks, to the Church, to the ministers, to refresh the elderly, to aid his military 
Company, toward a library, to his servants and workmen, the list grows tedious. His was undoubtedly 


Boston’s greatest philanthropist in his time. 


Many tales are told of his shrewd business acumen. His lengthy (53 pager, 51,000 words) Will made 
further donations to many of his earlier beneficiaries and in addition, the land for the Towne House plus 
300 Pounds towards his construction. His will also specified that a room should be set aside, in the Town 
House, to shelter the Ancient and Honorable Artillery Company, and, moreover, contained wise, far-seeing 
counsel to the Company and its posterity. Captain died in 1655 and is buried in King’s Chapel Burying 
Ground.

On 
Monday, 17 May 1937, the dedication of these plaques took place 
and was designated as “The Stairway of the Constitution”. In May 
of 1968, Captain Ralph De Stefano arranged for and had installed 
the flag of each state on its respective step. In 1992, the flags were

BG Stuart Paul Tauber, of Longboat Key, Florida and Plymouth, MA, 
passed Tuesday, September 5th after two years of failing health. Born 

in Patterson, N.J. on March 23, 1940, he was the son of the late Eugene 
‘Tauber and Carolyn (Greenberg) Tauber. He graduated from Columbia 
High School in South Orange, New Jersey and Muhlenberg College in 
1958 where he received a bachelor’s degree. He married his high school 
sweetheart Alice Goodman, 1969 (divorced 1972). Alice and Stuart share a 
daughter, Rebecca Jane (Tauber) Nidorf who was born in 1970. 


On September 7th, 1986, he married Jacquelyn Strople and they shared 37 
wonderful years together. Jackie was a devoted wife, who created loving and 
warm homes for them wherever they lived. She took wonderful care of Stu. 
They traveled to his beloved Ireland and enjoyed many other adventures 
together. The past few years, as his health failed, Jackie provided all of his 
health care needs. She went above and beyond, and he was so grateful for 
her loving care.

After college, Stuart began his career as a salesman at Dun and Bradstreet 
in New York City.

He then accepted a position at Storer Television Sales, Inc in 1973. In 
1975 he accepted the position of National Sales Manager at WSBK (TV 
38) television Boston. He retired from WSBK in 1999 having risen to the 
position of Senior Vice President/General Manager. He loved his career 
and forged many wonderful connections and deep friendships. 


Stuart was 1n the United States Army for thirty-seven years, both as an 
enlisted soldier and as an officer. After active duty, he served the majority 
of the time in the National Guard, retiring with the rank of Colonel in 
April 2000. 


He joined the Ancient and Honorable Artillery Company of 
Massachusetts in 1984 and was honored to serve as Captain Commanding 
from 2002-2008, the 294th Commander. He made lifelong bonds and 
remained in the Ancients until his death. In his words: “Commanding this 
historic organization has brought the highest degree of pride and many 
lifetime memories”. 


Stuart had a love of soldiers and history from the age of 4, when he began 
collecting soldiers. His time in the Army and the Ancient and Honorable 
Artillery Company allowed him to have a full immersion with all that he 
enjoyed and held dear since childhood. 


Stuart was gregarious and warm. He was a joiner, a leader and had a huge 
heart. He had the best sense of humor and could light up any room with a 
funny story or warm smile. As one close friend put it: “There’s lots to say, 
to remember and even to treasure. A wonderful man, thoroughly decent, 
who stood for things.” Another friend said: “He was the best person I ever 
knew.” 


Stuart 1s survived by his loving wife, Jacquelyn Tauber, his beloved 
daughter, Rebecca (Tauber) Nidorf, his son-in-law, David Nidorf, his 
granddaughters, whom he adored, Emilia and Phoebe, his brother, Robert 
Tauber and his sister-in-law Janet DeGirolamo, his nieces and nephews, 
and his beloved friends of which there are too many to name.

GEN GORDON SULLIVAN DIED: 2 JAN 2024 
ENROLLED: 21 MAY 1992 | SERVED: 31 YEARS | FOUR STAR GENERAL MEMBER 


Gordon R. Sullivan was born on Sept. 25, 1937, in Boston, Massachusetts, and grew 
up in nearby Quincy. A proud New Englander, he graduated with a Bachelor of Arts 
degree in history from Norwich University, Vermont, and was commissioned a second 
lieutenant of armor in 1959. 


During his Army career, Sullivan served two combat tours in Vietnam and four overseas 
assignments in Europe and one in Korea. He commanded the Army’s Ist Infantry 
Division from June 1988 to July 1989, was deputy commandant of the U.S. Army 
Command and General Staff College from March 1987 to June 1988, and assistant 
commandant of the U.S. Army Armor School from November 1983 to July 1985. He 
later was deputy Army chief of staff for operations and plans from July 1989 to June 1990 
and Army vice chief of staff from June 1990 to June 1991 before becoming the Army 
chief of staff. 


Sullivan also served in a variety of other command and staff positions, including eight 
years in joint and allied assignments. He held a Master of Arts degree in political science 
from the University of New Hampshire, and his professional military education included 
the U.S. Army Armor School Basic and Advanced Courses, the Command and General 
Staff College and the U.S. Army War College. 


During his tenure as the Army’s top general, Sullivan oversaw the downsizing of the 
Army. He did it while attempting to maintain morale and a sense of purpose while also 
seeing the Army deploy on unexpected contingencies to Somalia, Rwanda, Haiti and the 
Balkans, and also in response to Hurricane Andrew, then the most destructive hurricane 
in U.S. history. 


He is credited with keeping the Army trained and ready and opening the door to_ 
information-age technologies. He also always kept his focus on taking care of soldiers.

An incredible intellectual who talked to world leaders and influencers with ease, 
Sullivan’s words were always deep and insightful. He had the keen ability to see the 
future by drawing lessons from the past to influence his direction in the present. He was 
an ardent student of history and enjoyed drawing inspiration from historic battlefield staff 
rides. 


His greatest love in uniform was spending quality time with troops. He preferred 

his coffee in a Styrofoam cup. After receiving briefings from senior leaders on visits, 
he wanted quality time talking to young soldiers. His genuine warmth made him 
approachable, and his words galvanized their spirit and resolve. He was one of them— 
and they knew it. 


He was the embodiment of humility and extraordinarily respectful of the soldiers he led, 
treating everyone, regardless of rank, with the same dignity and respect that he treated his 
peers and superiors. 


“T believe the essential nature of the Army has remained constant since the beginning,” 
Sullivan said in 2016. “It is the soldier. The soldier 1s the weapon. He or she is the 
answer. They are the ones who adapt on the battlefield. Ultimately, success will rest on 
the shoulders of the men and women who had the courage to serve. I believe that.” 


In his 1996 book, Hope is Not a Method, which he co-authored with Michael Harper, 
Sullivan chronicles the enormous challenges he faced in transforming the post-Cold War 
Army. Sullivan retired from the Army in July 1995 after more than 36 years of service. 


His awards and decorations include the Defense Distinguished Service Medal, 
Distinguished Service Medal with Oak Leaf Cluster (Army), Distinguished Service 
Medals from Navy/Marine, Air Force and Coast Guard, Defense Superior Service 
Medal, Legion of Merit, Bronze Star Medal, Purple Heart, Meritorious Service Medal 
with Oak Leaf Cluster, Joint Service Commendation Medal, Army Commendation 
Medal with Oak Leaf Cluster, Army Achievement Medal, Combat Infantryman Badge 
and awards from France, Japan, Canada, Mexico, Brazil and other nations. 


But Sullivan didn’t stop serving after he retired from the Army. “After his uniformed 
service, Gen. Sullivan led AUSA for 18 years, where he continued to serve soldiers and 
America’s Army by advocating for them and supporting them,” Brown said. “So many 
of us are so incredibly proud to have served with him in the Army and at AUSA. He was 
an amazing person, and we will all deeply miss his wit, sense of humor, leadership and 
wisdom. Our thoughts and prayers are with his family during this difficult time.” 


Sullivan joined AUSA in 1998 as the association’s 18th president, overseeing its 
transformation into a dynamic, member-based organization that represents soldiers and 
families and connects America’s Army with the nation it serves. 


He would lead the educational nonprofit for more than 18 years, stepping down in 2016. 
Later that year, he received the General George Catlett Marshall Medal, AUSA’s highest 
award, for his lifetime of selfless service to the Army and the nation. 


“T’ve been proud for 18% years to lead a professional organization dedicated to 
supporting the Army and all of its parts,” Sullivan said when he stepped down from 
leading AUSA. “We have an essential mission of the public voice for the Army, 
including its soldiers, veterans and retirees, their families, the Army’s civilian workforce 
and industry partners.” His time at AUSA was an extension of his Army service, Sullivan 
said. “I saw my work here as a continuation of my 36 years in the Army, building leaders, 
supporting the troops, facing whatever challenges the world creates,” he said.

Sullivan continued to serve by leading the board of the Army Historical Foundation. 
During his time as chairman, he led the capital campaign to build the National Museum 
of the United States Army at Fort Belvoir, Virginia. The first and only museum to tell the 
complete history of the U.S. Army and its soldiers, the museum opened in November 


2020. 


He also served as chairman of the Board of Trustees of Norwich University, his alma 
mater, and was chairman of the Board at the Marshall Legacy Institute. He also was a 
member of the MITRE Army Advisory Board, the MIT Lincoln Labs Advisory Board 
and a Life Trustee of the Woods Hole Oceanographic Institute. 


He received the 2003 Sylvanus Thayer Award, presented annually by the West Point 
Association of Graduates to an outstanding citizen whose service and accomplishments in 
the national interest exemplify personal devotion of the ideals expressed in the motto of 
the U.S. Military Academy at West Point, New York, “Duty, Honor, Country.” 


In 2016, Sullivan was named the first honorary Sergeant Major of the Army, a new title 
created to honor an individual who had demonstrated lifelong support and commitment 
to the NCO corps, the Army, soldiers and their families. He was a member of the U.S. 
Army Sergeants Major Academy’s Hall of Honor and was inducted into the U.S. Army 
ROTC Hall of Fame in 2016 as part of its inaugural class. 


In 2021, Sullivan and 17 other military leaders were honored by their shared hometown 
of Quincy. Already known as the “City of Presidents” for being the birthplace of John 
Adams and his son, John Quincy Adams, Quincy also has the distinction of being the 
hometown of several senior military leaders. 


The new bridge and park, called Generals Bridge and Park, features a 7-foot bronze 
statue of Sullivan. During the dedication ceremony, Sullivan said he is motivated by his 
steadfast dedication to service members. “If you stick your hand up in the air at some 
recruiting station and say, ‘Send me, send me,’ you are my hero,” Sullivan said at the 
time. “There’s nothing like being in a uniform and serving the United States of America. 
I have told many people, if I could do it again, I would. And I am not kidding.” 


Gordon 1s survived by his wife, Lori Sullivan, and his children, retired Navy MNC John 
Sullivan and his wife, Eneliza, of Palihan, the Philippines; Mark Sullivan and his wife, 
Heather, of Leawood, Kansas; and Elizabeth Sullivan of Lenexa, Kansas; and three 
grandchildren, Christopher, Jack and Samantha.

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A man of remarkable intelligence, curiosity, and creativity, he was an architect, structural 
engineer, author, and world traveler. He lived in exotic places all over the world, 
including Morocco and Bangladesh. He was a member of the AHAC by right of descent 
from John Johnson in 1638, the company’s first clerk. He was a marathon runner, 
qualified for the Boston Marathon 4 times (and featured in an article by Leigh Montville 
in the Globe in 1979), a champion boxer, and yet a loving and gentle soul. He taught his 
children to only look at the good in others something he personified. 


Most of all, he was a dedicated father and husband. He was married for 60 years to his 
loving wife, Simin. For the last two years of my mother’s life, he spent every day by her 
side, often crossing the street and walking the half mile to her nursing home where she 
resided. He died only a few months shy of his 95th birthday, September 25th. We are 
comforted knowing that he lived life to the fullest and 1s now with my loving mother.

Colonel Bob Sheridan, the iconic voice of boxing, passed away on Wednesday, 
September 27th, 2023 in Las Vegas. He was 79. Born on June 22, 1944 in Lexington, 
Massachusetts, Colonel Sheridan's remarkable journey began when he earned a baseball 
scholarship to the University of Miami. He graduated in 1966, marking the start of 

an illustrious career in sports broadcasting. His radio journey commenced at WGBS 
sports radio in Miami, where he honed his craft before moving on to become the 

Sports Director and Sports Anchor for WCIX-TV6 in Miami. However, it was Colonel 
Sheridan's association with Don King Productions that truly catapulted him to legendary 
status. The Colonel became renowned for his unforgettable calls of some of the most 
historic boxing matches in history. He was the voice behind the "Rumble in the Jungle" 
between Muhammad Ali and George Foreman, and the "Thrilla in Manila" matching 
Muhammad Ali versus Joe Frazier. His commentary graced the ringside of epic Mike 
Tyson bouts such as: vs. Buster Douglas, Evander Holyfield, Trevor Berbick, and 
Michael Spinks. Colonel Bob Sheridan broadcast in excess of 10,000 radio and television 
fights. Colonel Bob Sheridan's contributions to the sport were duly recognized, as he 
was inducted into the World Boxing Hall of Fame in 2004, followed by the Nevada 
Boxing Hall of Fame in 2012, and the International Boxing Hall of Fame in 2016. He 
also received the prestigious Boxing Writers Association of America's Sam ‘Taub Award, 
along with numerous additional awards. Colonel Sheridan 1s preceded in death by his 
parents, James L Sheridan Sr. and Helen M Sheridan, his beloved wife, Annie Sheridan, 
dear friends including Hank Goldberg, Garo Yepremian, and Nick Buonicont..

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3 Fall Shoot Speech 


Excerpts from Captain Tim Haraden 202 


One of the biggest weaknesses of our system in the company 1s that the 
command staff only serves for a year and then is replaced on June Day 
by an entirely different group. It is a challenge to put together a team to 
execute—rarely does someone serve in a role more than once or for two 
years in a row. This makes it difficult to put together a team, a staff, to 
lead the company. 


I am often asked about leadership style....my style tends be that of dele- 
gation. I set the objectives, the mission, and then let people come up with 
their own plan to achieve the objective. If I must tell someone what to do 
every step of the way, then I have the wrong person. Larry Knowles, as 
this year’s ordnance officer, perfectly exemplifies my view of the perfect 
staff officer in our company. 


As I put together a staff, I leaned heavily on my sergeants’ group, the 
Croatian Knights Sergeants. We were blessed with a lot of “get 1t done” 
guys, but Larry was the best. He shined during the Fall Field Day trip to 
Croatia—he handled all the logistics of a three-city trip, making countless 
runs to resupply and making sure that the van was loaded and unloaded 
in each city and the precious cargo was transported from city to city. He 
even survived a not so friendly border crossing into Bosnia with a van full 


of undocumented alcohol. 


Larry was one of the first to volunteer to serve on my team, but he 
was unsure about being the ordnance officer and running the fall 
shoot. I asked him to talk to a couple of the previous ordnance 
officers, think about it, and get back to me. A couple of weeks later, 
he was all in and started preparing over a year before the 2023 fall 
shoot. 


Larry understood my guidance...he put the whole thing together and 
just did it. The only goal that I had was that I wanted the Fall Shoot 
to pay for itself—I thought that for too long it had been subsidized by 
the company. And he took off. And did it. With our one-year com- 
mand system, too many members think that every single decision 
needs to be made by the captain. As I mentioned, that was not my 
intent—at all. Also, the calendar makes this difficult—the fall shoot is 
traditionally immediately following the FFDTD. After reviewing and 
obsessing over countless details of a trip to a foreign country with 
foreign government and military dignitaries, I had no capacity for 
anything related to the fall shoot. He copied me on emails for infor- 
mational purposes only, but he just executed. I was not concerned 
about the event at all. 


And he had a mission! Nothing epitomizes the spirit of teamwork 
and being an Ancient like Larry stepping up to put on the fall shoot 
this year! It 1s truly humbling to have Larry as part of our sergeants’ 
group, as part of my staff, and as part of the company. I cannot thank 
him enough for his dedication and commitment.

My Fellow Ancients, 


I take this opportunity to write to you via this wonderful Beefeater Sergeants Yearbook 
because I have some things to say to my fellow Ancients. 


I joined the Ancients in 1975. Like my father, I am a life member, and soon to be a 50- 
year member. My earlier years included serving in the Marine Corps, attending Whar- 
ton, and working in private investments. 


During the 1980-1981 year, I served The Company as Ist Sergeant of Artillery under 
the leadership of Captain Commanding J. Barry Driscoll. At the time, there was much 
excitement in our great country and the Commonwealth as Ronald Reagan was elected 
president and Ed King served as the Governor of Massachusetts. Under great leader- 
ship, the country rallied in the interest of all citizens. 


Before Reagan, one of our former members, President John Kennedy, made an amazing 
statement in his inaugural speech, “Ask not what your country can do for you — ask 
what you can do for your country.’ Heady days followed Kennedy’s challenging words 
as the Ancients reveled in the Kennedy presidency. Years have passed, and here we are 
today. 


Today, we see so much that is wrong locally, nationally and internationally. I am con- 
cerned about the future because too many ask what the country can do for them, and 
too few ask what they can do for the country. 


Many wonderful institutions formed me into what I am today. I value the importance of 
institutions. But, right before our eyes many of our institutions have tragically lost their 
way. This is particularly true of our public schools and our universities. 


I am now an old man with perspective. I have made decisions about what to do with my 
earthly possessions once I die. While I always thought that Wharton would be in my 
will, it is not. The University of Pennsylvania and its Wharton School no longer repre- 
sent my principles, and I will not support their transitory values. The same is true for 
other institutions that were once close to me. Alternatively, I choose to make a signifi- 
cant bequest to the AHAC as the Ancients continue to represent the values that I find 
important, and that my father found to be important too.
